John Guerriero KG4HDT 
Wake Co. AEC/EOC 


On March 3rd there was an informal 
meeting of the Wake Co. AECs to discuss 
distribution of responsibilities and the status 
of open projects. Following are the key 
items of discussion and action items: 


KG4HDT and N4TAB discussed their 
participation in a meeting that took 
place on Mar 2 at the North Carolina 
State (NCS) Emergency Opera- 
tions Center (EOC) with Clay 
Benton and Mike Montague. 


N4TAB discussed the installa- 
tion of the rooftop grounding 
system. The sealant selected 
to weatherproof the installation 
requires a temperature above 50 
F for at lease 6 hours to cure. The 

rotor cable connectors and addi- 
tional cable were located in the radio 
room. It was agreed that the earliest 
possible Saturday be scheduled to install 
the grounding system. KG4HDT estimated 
that we would require 4 work sessions to 
complete the antenna work at the NCS 
EOC. 


A time and date will be selected to measure 
the RF interference generated by the new 
elevator motor control systems. The 
information shall be presented to North 
Carolina Emergency Management (NCEM). 


In addition all ARES/Ham equipment needs 
to be identified and labeled. All unnecessary 
ARES/Ham equipment on the rooftop or in 
the penthouse buildings must be removed 
along with any debris. 


A discussion of the current state of the 
Wake Co. EOC facility took place and 
KD4ISF has the action item to call Wake 
Co. Emergency Management and get an 
update on the EOC and the new radios. 


KD4ISF distributed CDs with the ARES 
roster in Excel format. A discussion 
followed as to the best format for the roster. 
N4MQU took the action item to convert the 
Excel file to an Access database that will be 
used to provide a call up list. 


KG4HDT reported that he met with our 
former EC, KG4FJA, and received a data 
package. KG4HDT has the action item to 
copy and distribute the information to all 
other AECs. 


lt was agreed that all AECs would research 
new possibilities for a host for the Wake Co. 
ARES web site. 


lt was agreed that the AECs shall rotate the 


weekly role of net control or 
the Thursday 
ARES net. Each 
week the net 
control station will 
present an ARES 
related topic unless other arrangements are 
made in advance. 


A discussion of local repeater usage 
revealed that there were uncertainties as to 
which repeater was to be used in a worst 
case situation. N4TAB volunteered to 
research the topic and provide a report at a 
future meeting.

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All of you are familiar with HF propaga- 
tion and the various lonosphere layers, 
but do you know how and why band 
openings occur on VHF and UHF? 


Long distance propagation on bands where 
none usually occurs is a fascination for me. 
Just think, 10 watts on a radio that you 
typically use to simply work into a nearby 
repeater can actually go several hundreds 
miles when conditions are right. | know 
what you're thinking, | am talking about VHF 
SSB. Yes, and no, in fact | did a few tests 
with fellow SSB operators and noticed that 
in most cases if | could hear them just as 
well on FM as | did on single sideband! 


lf you’re a VHF enthusiast you know that it 
is difficult to predict exactly when a band 
opening will occur. But knowing what is 
needed in the mix will help give you an idea 
of when you should give an extra special 
listen! Keep in mind, there is no such thing 
as a straightforward textbook band opening. 
You should always listen to see if any 
beacons are present even when propaga- 
tion may not look favorable. 


In this article | will try and explain some of 
the types of VHF/UHF band openings that 
exist and how they occur. Knowing this 
may give you that extra edge to just maybe 
catch a great VHF DX contact to add to your 
log! | will discuss only weather related 
openings called temperature inversions. 
These are by far the most common, in 
which VHF/UHF signals refract off of a 
sharp change in temperature and humidity 
in the atmosphere. 


Yes, VHF frequencies can get actual 
ionospheric skip using the E layer, but this is 
extremely rare and complex so | will leave 
that for a later article. 


There are four major types of temperature 
inversions all of which are in the Tropo- 
sphere. The “Tropo” region stops at around 
10Km, far below both the lonosphere and 
stratosphere and begins at your feet! In 
some cases these inversions are only 30 to 
50 ft off the ground, and if your antenna is at 
100 feet you could miss it all together! 


Subsidence Inversion 


Subsidence inversions can happen near the 
end of along stable period of high pressure, 
when a high pressure stable air mass 
remains in place for a prolonged period of 
time and cool moist air, say from the Atlantic 
Ocean, moves in near the surface below 
the subsiding mass of warm dry air from 
this high. A “sinking” of the high in conjunc- 
tion with the moist low can cause a sharp 


temperature differential (cooler air trapped 
below the warmer air). This sharp contrast 
in air temperature produces a substantial 
refraction of VHF and UHF signals, thus a 
tropospheric band opening will occur. 
Although this can happen at any time, itis 
typically seen in the spring and fall months. 
This type of opening can enhance VHF/UHF 
signals to a few hundred miles and can last 
for up to a few days. This type of band 
opening is really cool! 


Advection Inversion 


This type of inversion is almost the opposite 
of a Subsidence Inversion. This is when a 
large air mass is moving across surfaces of 
various temperatures. This can happen in 
the summer or sometimes winter months 
when a warm air mass moves over moist, 
cool air. Fog is typically associated with this 
phenomenon. The fog is only a few feet 
from the ground, and just above the fog are 
warmer temperatures. This, like a subsid- 
ence inversion, can enhance VHF/UHF 
propagations hundreds of miles. 


Nocturnal Inversion 


This nocturnal or “night time” inversion 
happens when the land cools faster than the 
associated air just above it. After a nice 
warm summer day, the sun sets, and the 
ground begins to cool rather quickly, also 
cooling the air closest to it, and maybe 
causing fog due to this temperature drop. 
The air mass farther above is still warm and 
dry. This type of opening only happens over 
land since water temperatures do not 
change as rapidly overnight. This is the 
type of opening VHF/UHF operators typically 
use when working stations 200 to 400 miles 
away in the evenings here in the Carolinas. 


Frontal Inversion 


This inversion occurs during low pressure 
instead of high pressure type weather. If 
some small warm and cold fronts and 
humidity differences are associated in the 
low, an abnormal propagation along the 
advancing front may occur. This type of 
opening is short lived and can be seen 
when a storm is moving into the area. 


So, in conclusion, when we see a drastic 
temperature change at different altitudes 
with a little humidity in the mix we could 
have a Tropospheric opening! Depending 
on how intense the opening, you could have 
conditions ranging from where a hand held 
transceiver can reach a repeater few 
hundred miles away, to not knowing a band 
opening is even present.

Here are some of the questions | have 
asked in the past. 


What does one need to work VHF/UHF 
DX? 


| strongly recommend a Sideband radio, 
second choice being a transverter con- 
nected to your HF rig. Although you can 
work stations far away on FM, most of the 
big guns are running sideband, thus you can 
add your ERP to theirs to double the range! 


Which is better, Vertical or Horizontal 
polarization? 


At the risk of being jumped on, | will hold my 
ground and say Horizontal is the only way to 
go, and here is my explanation why. 


Gain and directivity on antennas perform 
better horizontally, the reasons the specs 
don’t change is probably because they are 
referenced in open space, something that 
most of us are not graced with. If we were 
in space, | suppose it wouldn't matter 
whether or not both stations were vertical or 
horizontal as long as they were the same. 


But we live here on Earth, so we rarely have 
true line-of-sight communication when 
working simplex. We are blessed with 
trees, buildings hills, and other obstructions 
that inhibit our signals. From what | have 
seen, horizontal polarity seems to have a 
tighter directional pattern, thus more gain, 
and degrades less when encountering 
these obstructions. Nearly everyone on 2 
meter SSB and higher are horizontally 
polarized. 


How high should my antenna be? 


Under only rare occurrences will a VHF/UHF 
antenna be too high. Therefore I’d have to 
say the higher the better, within reason of 
course. You do want to have your antenna 
above average terrain and should also be 
above the tree line. In many cases in our 
area this is not possible. If so, don’t worry 
about it, just concentrate on maximum 
gain. 


Are you saying that | could talk farther 
without a repeater? 


Yes, that is exactly right. Lets take a local 
repeater for example. Do you typically hear

stations come into it from 100 to 200 miles 
away without an opening? VHF/UHF SSB 
operators with a typical 13 element array 
can do this without any special tropospheric 
conditions. How? Well, | have 26 elements 
providing about 18 dB gain and pointing that 
at someone with the about the same gain, 
well, an omni directional vertical cannot 
compete with this type of power at almost 
any height. 


Okay what about 50 watts though a 10- 
element beam at 30 feet? How farcan | 
reach typically on 2 meter sideband? 


Under normal daytime conditions you 
should be able to work someone with a 
similar set up about 75 to 100 miles easily. 
Double that during a typical nocturnal 
inversion and triple it if a Subsidence 
inversion. 


Are there many people on 2 meter © 
Sideband? 


Well, sad to say no. But keep in mind itis a 
totally different world there. If you want to go 
to a crowded band, go to 75 meters where a 
wet noodle gets you a few hundred miles. 
VHF/UHF operation is a world all in its own. 
| have been told that during Aurora and 
Sporadic E openings, you may not finda 
quiet place on the band. Other times you 
could listen all day on the calling frequency 
and not hear a peep. Many people have 2 
meter sideband capability, very few use it. 


What about UHF, are there many people up 
there on Sideband? 


Ha! UHF and above is almost done by 
appointment only. Most operators meet 
someone on 2 andask if the other operator 
has 220/440 or 1296. 


| hope this helps answers the mysteries of 
VHF/UHF propagation. If you would like to 
know more visit www.vhfonline.com and 
check into the forums.

Its amazing 
the microphone didn’t short out from my 
sweaty hands. The net starts and | recite 
the preamble and then throw out the call 
for check-ins.
